Governor  in  Council  may  in¬ 
corporate  a  tract  of  land  and  the  owners  thereof 
into  an  improvement  district: 

And  whereas  the  Administrator  in  Council  has, 
by  Order  in  Council  made  pursuant  to  the  said  Act, 
been  pleased  to  order  that  the  tract  of  land  herein¬ 
after  described  and  the  owners  thereof  be  incorpo¬ 
rated  into  an  improvement  district  under  the  said 
Act  and  has  made  further  provision  to  the  tenor 
and  effect  hereinafter  appearing: 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim: — 

1.  The  tract  of  land  in  the  Kootenay  Land  Dis¬ 
trict  and  the  Nelson  Land  Registration  District 
comprising  School  District  No.  18  (the  said  school 
district  shall  be  as  defined  at  the  date  of  issue  of 
these  Letters  Patent)  and  all  subdivisions  of  the 
said  tract,  and  all  owners  of  land  therein,  are  in¬ 
corporated  into  an  improvement  district  under  the 
“  Water  Act  ”  and  subject  to  the  provisions  thereof 
and  to  the  conditions  hereinafter  contained. 
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2.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  be  known 
as  the  “  Golden  Hospital  Improvement  District  No. 
15.” 

3.  The  objects  of  the  said  improvement  district 
shall  be  the  provision  of  financial  aid  towards  the 
planning,  constructing,  reconstructing,  purchasing, 
equipping,  or  operating  of  a  hospital,  or  the  acquir¬ 
ing  of  land  or  buildings  for  such  hospital  purposes 
and  all  matters  incidental  thereto.

Zone  2. — Commencing  at  the  north-east  corner 
of  Zone  1  and  the  easterly  boundary  of 
School  District  No.  18;  thence  northerly 
along  the  said  easterly  boundary  of  School 
District  No.  18  to  the  north-east  corner  of 
Section  31,  Township  26,  Range  17,  west  of 
the  5th  meridian;  thence  due  west  to  the 
south-west  corner  of  Section  6,  Township 
27,  Range  19,  west  of  the  5th  meridian;

year  which  follows,  except  in  the  first  election  of 
Trustees  the  terms  to  be  as  set  out  in  clause  8 
herein. 

6.  The  persons  qualified  to  vote  at  the  first  elec¬ 
tion  of  Trustees  shall  be  Canadian  citizens  who  arc 
twenty-one  years  of  age  or  older  and  are  entitled 
to  be  registered  as  voters  under  the  “  Provincial 
Elections  Act  ”  and  are  owners  of  land  situate  in 
the  zone  in  which  they  wish  to  vote  or  the  author¬ 
ized  agent  of  any  board  or  corporation  that  is  an 
owner  of  such  land  or  the  legal  representative  of 
any  owner  of  such  land  who  has  died,  become  in¬ 
solvent,  or  insane,  and  the  persons  qualified  to  be 
candidates  at  the  first  election  of  I  rustees  in  each 
zone  shall  be  the  persons  qualified  to  vote  as  afore¬ 
said. 

7.  William  Lumsden,  Golden,  B.C.,  shall  be 
Returning  Officer  for  the  first  election  of  Trustees. 
He  shall  call  a  general  meeting  in  each  zone  of  the 
persons  who  are  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and 
shall,  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  date  of  the  said 
meeting,  post  at  six  conspicuous  places  within  each 
zone  and  publish  in  a  newspaper  circulating  in  the 
said  zone  a  notice  signed  by  him  giving  the  date, 
time,  and  place  of  holding  the  said  meeting.  4  he 
Returning  Officer  shall  be  chairman  of  the  said 
meeting,  and,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  clause  6, 
he  shall  have  power  to  determine  whether  or  not 
any  person  who  desires  to  vote  is  qualified  to  do  so. 
He  shall  have  power  to  determine  the  procedure  to 
be  followed  at  the  said  meeting  and  the  method  of 
taking  the  votes.  Each  qualified  voter  shall  be  en¬ 
titled  to  cast  one  vote  for  one  candidate,  except  in 
Zone  2  where  the  voter  shall  be  entitled  to  cast  one 
vote  for  each  of  three  candidates.  The  Returning 
Officer  shall  declare  the  results  of  the  elections  and 
shall  notify  the  Comptroller  of  Water  Rights  of  the 
said  results. 

8.  The  candidate  in  each  zone  receiving  the 
largest  number  of  votes  at  the  general  meeting 
called  pursuant  to  clause  7  hereof  shall  hold  office 
until  the  annual  general  meeting  of  1959,  excepting 
the  candidate  in  Zone  3,  who  will  hold  office  until 
the  annual  general  meeting  of  1958.  In  addition, 
the  candidates  receiving  the  second  and  third 
largest  numbers  of  votes  in  Zone  2  shall  serve  as 
Trustees  until  the  annual  general  meeting  of  1958. 
Should  two  or  more  candidates  in  a  zone  receive 
an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the  Returning 
Officer  shall  have  the  power  to  and  shall  declare 
which  of  the  candidates  are  elected  and  which  shall 
hold  office  until  the  next  and  the  second  succeeding 
annual  general  meetings  respectively.

occur  among  the  Trustees. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by  the 
Trustees  in  any  zone  at  any  time  for  the  purpose 
of  electing  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  vacancy 
or  vacancies  among  the  Trustees,  or  for  the  purpose 
of  discussing  with  the  owners  any  matter  or  matters 
which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees  should  be 
brought  up  at  a  general  meeting. 

At  least  fifteen  days’  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  in  any  zone  shall  be  given  by  the  Trustees 
by  a  notice  posted  in  six  conspicuous  places  in  the 
zone  and  published  in  a  newspaper  circulating  in 
the  said  zone. 
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The  secretary  of  each  zone  shall  enter  in  a  book 
provided  by  the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes 
of  all  matters  brought  before  the  meeting  and  the 
action  taken  thereon.  At  any  general  meeting  in  a 
zone  every  person  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  who  is 
a  Canadian  citizen  and  is  twenty-one  years  of  age 
or  older  and  is  the  owner  of  land  situate  in  the 
said  zone,  or  the  authorized  agent  of  any  board  or 
corporation  that  is  an  owner  of  such  land,  or  legal 
representative  of  any  owner  of  such  land  who  has 
died,  become  insolvent  or  insane,  and  is  qualified 
to  be  registered  as  a  voter  under  the  “  Provincial 
Elections  Act.”  Every  person  qualified  as  afore¬ 
said  to  vote  shall  be  qualified  to  be  a  candidate  for 
Trustee  of  the  improvement  district.  In  the  event 
of  the  right  of  any  person  to  vote  at  any  general 
meeting  being  challenged,  the  chairman  shall  have 
authority  to  determine  whether  or  not  such  person 
is  entitled  to  vote,  and  the  chairman  may  require 
such  person  to  make  and  file  with  him  a  statutory 
declaration  showing  that  the  declarant  is  qualified 
as  aforesaid  to  vote  at  such  general  meeting.

10.  With  respect  to  the  first  tax  by-law  for 
capital  expenditure,  subsequent  tax  by-laws  which 
would  create  an  annual  levy  of  three  mills  or  more 
over  a  period  of  years  and  tax  by-laws  which  would 
create  an  annual  levy  of  one-half  mill  or  more  for 
one  year  only,  the  Trustees  shall  by  plebiscite,  as 
directed  by  the  Comptroller  of  Water  Rights, 
ascertain  the  views  of  the  persons  entitled  to  vote 
as  set  out  in  clause  9  hereof.  The  Trustees  shall 
not  pass  a  tax  by-law  in  respect  of  the  question 
submitted  to  the  voters  unless  those  persons  in 
favour  thereof  polled  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  total 
number  of  votes  polled.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 


93.  ( 1 )  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session: —

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills:  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed  de¬ 
parture  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduction 
of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed 
in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order  shall  be 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses.

Order 

It  is  ordered  that  the  following  regulation  re¬ 
specting  gas  transmission  and  distribution  systems 
be  made  pursuant  to  the  “  Public  Utilities  Act  ”: — 

1.  Unless  otherwise  required  by  law  or  unless 
special  exception  is  granted  by  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  in  any  particular  case,  the  design, 
fabrication,  installation,  inspection,  testing,  and 
safety  aspects  of  operation  and  maintenance  of  gas 
transmission  and  distribution  systems,  including  gas 
pipe-lines,  gas  compressor-stations,  gas  metering 
and  regulating  stations,  gas-mains,  and  gas  services 
up  to  the  outlet  of  the  customer’s  meter  set  as¬ 
sembly,  shall  be  governed  by  section  8  of  the 
American  Standard  Code  for  Pressure  Piping 
(A.S.A.  B  31.1,  1955)  respecting  gas  transmission 
and  distribution  systems. 

2.  This  regulation  shall  be  effective  on  and  after 
the  1st  day  of  July,  1956.
